Adlai Stevenson, Statesman 

---Illinois paid homage to one of its- most-fa m-' 
ous sons last week after his sudden death in Lon- 
don last Wednesday. 

Adlai E; Stevenson was returned to the state 
whe/e he served as Governor Friday, afternoon. 
His body lay in state in the State Capitol from Fri- 
day afternoon to Sunday, to receive the homage 
jot thousands of his f ejlow-Illinqisans and the 
great .from across the nation. ' ''■ . 

Stevenson was serving as* U.S. ambassador 
to the U.N. at the time of his death. In his two un- 
successful campaigns for the Presidency of the 
U. S. he acquired a reputation as, a wit and an 
"e gghead". As U.N, ambassado r , he acquire d 
true stature as a statesman. 

The loss of a dedicated ■ and selfless man, 
serving his nation to the bes,t of his ability, will-be 
deeply-felt b^his fellow-Americans. Jlis-death! 
comes at a time when the U.S. needs every states- 
man she can muster to meet the troubles and 
crises that arise every day in our dealings with 
other nations.

"Asy the warm summer air 
draws . more people oitt-of- 
doors for recreation, the 
proper . iisc' of sunglasses 
becomes important," 1 says 
Frank F, Fowle, president of 
tho Illinois Society for the 
prevention of Blindness. . 

The chief purpose of wear- 
ing sunglasses is to reduce, 
the physical discomfort caus- 
ed glare. Brightness is the 
amount of light- given oft- by 
n-surfaco-in comparison:^ th 
its- background. "' Perhaps 
the most common use of. the 
word "glare" indicates a 
-brightness so high -that dis- 
comfort is produced with*an 
associated loss of visual .effi- 
ciency !_ 
' It is not the amount of 

sunlight which' determines an 
individual's comfort or what 
he will sec. It is the amount 
of"llie _ i*eflectioiror-th'e-light- 
that is.imporlant. Forexum- 
ple, ' sun light Jailing on a 
green field ordiii'arily does 
not cause discomfort because 
most of the light is absorbed 
and little reflected. -On Hie 
other hand, white surfaces 
such' as concrete roads, 
beaches, water,. etc. may re- 
flect as much as 90 percent 
of tlie light. 

Sunglasses, 'of course, ease 
the discomfort from glare 
but they should be carefully 
chosen. They should be 
made from plastic, tempered 
or shatterproof glass to pro- 
tect the eyes from glass 
splinters in case' of a fall or 
accident. This is particular- 
ly important in sport partici- 
pation. 

Sunglasses can be ground 
to prescription for those who 
need corrective lenses. Good 
quality, non-prescriptive sun- 
glasses should also be ground 
and polished scientifically to 
absorb specific t wave lengths 
of tight. ' 

Cheap sunglasses, if they 
have accompanying defects, 
should be avoided. They 
may cause :eye' fatigue, irri- 
tation -or 'headache. They 
could be dangerous for driv- 
ing and certain other activi-, 
ties but will not harm the 
eyes
